The U.S. Department of Agriculture has evidence that on or about June 30, 2015, March 11, 2015, March 3, 2015, 
March 3, 2015, December 30, 2014 and March 26, 2014, you or your organization committed violations of the 
following sections of the Code of Federal Regulations, Title 9: 


2.40(b)(2) Attending Veterinarian and Adequate Veterinary Care....establish and maintain programs of 
veterinarian care that use appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care to the following animals: 

-A male Samoyed (15 1336624 A) had a wound on the back left foot. 

-Use of Deccox on dog food without approval of the veterinarian. 

-A male Samoyed (15 1334047 A) was limping; the left front leg was injured. (DIRECT on March 3, 2015) 
-Two female pugs (Shania and 4531326107) had abnormal eye conditions. A dog “Angie” had mucous on the 
surface of its right eye. 

3.1 (b) Housing Facilities General.... repeated failure to maintain facility areas used for storing animal 
food or bedding free of any accumulation of trash, waste material, junk, weeks and other discarded materials. 
Animal areas inside of housing facilities must be kept clean and free of clutter including equipment, furniture, 
and stored material 

3.1(c)(2) Housing Facilities, General.... repeated failure to maintain surfaces so they can be readily cleaned and 
sanitized or replaced when worn or soiled 

3.1(c)(3) Housing Facilities, General... .repeated failure to spot-clean daily and sanitize once every two weeks 
(Direct on March 3, 2015, repeat on all other dates) 

3.1(f) Housing Facilities, Drainage and Waste Disposal.... repeated failure to provide for regular and frequent 
collection, removal, and disposal of animal and food wastes, bedding debris, garbage, water, and other fluids and 
wastes, and dead animals, in a manner that minimizes contamination and disease risk. Facilities must be 
equipped with disposal facilities and drainage systems that are constructed and operated so that animal waste are 
rapidly eliminated and animals stay dry. 


The Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service (APHIS) created federal regulations to ensure the welfare of animals and help 
prevent the spread of animal and plant pests and diseases. Since violations of the regulations can have serious and costly impacts that 
are detrimental to the public interest, APHIS is providing you with an Official Warning for the violation(s) described above. Any 
further violation of these federal regulations may result in the assessment of a civil penalty, criminal prosecution, or other sanctions.
